fFroin Me Jfrirniae CArowiefe, Jvitr 22.) 
The unlikelihood nfsny grett measure for 
the promotion of popular eduottinn being 
adopted by the Legislature, render* it all 
th* more necessary to bring the subject 
before the public, and lo call attention, 
whenever there it an opportunity, to the 
progresi of the various educational plans 
which am carried on by voluntary exer- 
tion, The proceedings of the two great 
school satieties ire et|>eci*l)y entitled to 
notice, since it is upon their efforts thtt 
the quality of the education be- 
stowed upon the children of the 
poor must mainly depend. It is an un- 
fortunate circumstance, and one not very 
creditable to the good tense of the commu- 
nity, that a matter of euch vital concern 
should be left dependent upon voluntary 
txtrtioo : for, however tdeuuate that prin- 
ciple may be in all that onucema mile rial 
prosperity, it it nuite inadrt|u*te to secure 
to the ms» of a people that mental culti- 
vation which is least sought where it it 
moat needed. Hut, whatever may he its 
imperfections, we have, at iirrtent, 'nothing 
else lo rely npon for the diffusion of edu- 
cation; and, therefore, it is some ittia- 
faction to know that the effort* now 
making to improve existing school*, and 
establish new onei, ire greater, probably, 
than tt tny former period. 

The report of the National School So- 
ciety for l*W< which hat jutt appesrerj. 
thowi not only that the operations of tliat 
body are rapidly extending ; hut alto that 
they tee conducted with higher aims and 
i belter undentanding .if the watiti of the 
time than heretofore. We need not sav 
that we are not warm admirers of the 
National Society. We condemn utterly 
the inclusive principle* on which it it 
founded ; but we an bound to say thai 
th* inclination to adopt tuch principles in 
education, is not confined to the sup- 
porters of the National Society, Iu fart, 
the current ot opinion si the present time, 
tmougat Dissenters, « well as amongst 
Churchmen, seems to set in favour 
ol exclusive schools. Ths moil splen- 
did liberality hi* been shown by both i 
parties in money contribution* for educa- j 
tins*! purpotes ; but the subscriptions on 
one side were given diaiincrtlj for the 
support of schools upon the National 
lystem, and those on the other, were 
eoeompauied by a tolerably plain declara- 
tion thai schools strictly connected with 
Congregations arc those most den rving of 
Dissenting support. We do not like the 
principle of the Congregational School 
any more than thtt of the N'*tt«u*l 
School i but the majority of t hose likely 
to give real help in the work of edu. 
cation are in favour 
schools, and our 

beat of them. It mntt be admitted that 
if education it to depend wholly apou 
prirate efforts, separate schools will have 
the important advantage of calling forth 
a greater amount of teal in their tnppori 
than an* that mold be eetablished by the 
most judicious compromise. Their chiel 
dsnger It, that sound and general cultiva- 
tion of th* mind may be lost tight of in 
ths anxiety to instil doctrinal tenets. 
This ia the point which reqaires to be 
watched ; and In proportion aa th* 
managers of separate schools show a with 
to combine with specific religious instruc- 
tion a systematic culture of the moral aud 
intellectual faculties, they wjl) be entitled 
to public approbation. 

We are glad toperceivr, in the report to 
which we have referred, decided proofs that 
the committee of the National Society is 
strongly impressed with the necessity of 
doing a great deal in or* than getting chil- 
dren to learn the Church Catechism, 
They wish to spread an education which 
shall not consist of routine aud technicality, 
but thai) really develop* the mind. The; 
recognise this as s work of infinite import- 
ance, and of infinite difficulty, and they 
are fully sensible that the main requitite 
for aceompluhing it, ix efficient inttru-i 
nients— that it to say, well trained < 
teachers. This cordial fact it at length ; 
established. It it acknowledged that 
men, and women also, should be prepared I 
for the work of training young minds, not 
by a tlx weeks or three mouths' inspection 
of the mechanism of a model school, but 
by a regular course of education, extend- 
ing over a period of ot least three years, 
and directed to th* development of in- 
tellect and taste, and the formation of 
character. It may be long before the 
ideal it realised, but it it * great step in 
advance, when a high ideal i, aimed at fay 
those who, from position and iof 
have the beti inees* of attaining it. 
There ha* been for some time a tram. 

at Chelae*, for National 
the miaagemtni of 
which the Govtrnmeut Inspector ha* pro- 
nouuoed a highly favourable opinion g and

One great security for t vigorous prose- 
cution of the tchemeof educating teacher* 
is, that the farther it is carried on the 
mora clearly it it perceived to be a msllrr 
of necessity. Good teachers tent out will 
speedily mike thero selves felt by society 
it targe. Kven ignorant men can often 
perceive when their childreu are well 
taught, and the temptations to get good 
instruction will freqiientW oreicume re- 
ligioui prejudicet. We llavt nn deubt 
whatever, that if any religious body could 
•end out * decidedly superior cltsi of 
teacher*, it would draw into its tchoolt a 
very large proportion of the children with- 
out its own pale. Here then, tinre we 
must have romprtition, is a noble field for 
it* exercise. Thr victory it for those who 
can tend out teacher*, not the most deeply 
imbued with theological peenliariliet, bnt 
of the hlphcst (ten*™! intelligence, of the 
greatest skill in their peculiar att, and o( 
the truest tThristian spirit. The Ihtseti- 
tert have the honour of hem? the first tn 
make great efforts for popular education, 
hut the Ghurch now that it is 
rooted into activity, having greater 
meant, is already outdoing its pre- 
decessor* in the glorious work. There 
it room, unfbrtuiitlrly ample room, lor rite 
efforts of all, and all ahuuld now put forih 
their utmnst strength, mother generation 
must rise up before any decittie result «f 
such a movement will appear, Lrt us, 
therefore rncnursge every well- directed 
effort, not criticising too nicely the condi- 
tions under which it is made, aud stimu- 
late nther than repress the teal which 
seeks lo give a real education to the people, 
though in a manner which rxeluiies many 
from receiving it.

This case has at length been brought to a 
close. The Solidlor-tiencral delivered hi* 
reply, end Lord Ucnman then proceeded 
to addresa the jury. His lordship ob- 
served, that it wa* now the dutv or the 
Court to itate to lite- jnry the fact! of the 
c**e, at well et the opinion which the 
Court eolerftiued upon the iiuestiona of 
law which arose upon the evidence. The 
cue had he en pending for a vstt mimnet 
of year*, the tevertl portions of the irtut- 
action bad occurred in different parts nf 
the world, and had been discussed in 
Courts aud Ptrliaatcnti in different shapes, 
until it came at last to atiotne the form in 
which it eras how presented to the jury. 
Hit lordship then described the nature 
and tcriet of the proceedings upon the 
peiiiisu of rijtht. But perhaps it may be 
a* well, to enable our resdert 
underium! the merits of the 
offer ihe abelrtct which appears in the 
Tistej of Tuesday tail ■ — 

" The material facts indeed are few and 
shortly told. The present Usrnii de Bode 
i* * British subject, but thnugh by birth 
and education an Englishman, he w*s, 
prior to the year 1 793, entitled, by cession 
from hii father, to a aaigno-ry and estate in 
the r\l**cian territory, which was after- 
ward* oarj fiscal ed bv the French republic. 
At the peace in ISIi, tbt French Govern- 
ment agreed to cm rat peats te til British sub- 
jects who had suffered the confiscation of 
their lands or goods by Ihe revolutionary 
tribunals, and in I if) 3 a turn of itock 
equivalent to about attt.uW.MHJ sterling 
wa* accordingly by treaty transferred by 
the French to the British Oorernment in 
Ulitftction of these claims, the latter Go- 
vernment undertaking thereupon end there- 
with to satisfy th* claimants, and to relieve 
the French authorities from «H further 
retponribUily. To a slice of this 
47,000,00(1 the Baron de Bode had 
thertfore, among other claimants, a fair 
prima fmnt title. Tb.tr* was some diffi- 
culty, however, in proving hi* (British) 
aititenahip \ hi* name, in Moaexiiieuoe, 
wa* not at first formally registered, *t ii 
ehould bar* bees, among tbe other claim- 
ants i and when ths rvouisi!* evidence 
came, further step* were necessary 
■n order to get ths claim regn- 
llriy entered and allowed. This we 
uarfecttarid to be lb* w!ide account of thv 
matter, Tbe Commissioner* appointed at 
the peace of ISM to adjudicate upon these 
daitnt, rejeeted, in the firtt mttance, th* 
t demand, owing solely, u wa 
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believe, to the technical mistake ot infor- 
mality u> which w* have illuded, end 
which was afterward* rectified . and the 
Consequence has been, that the Baron dt 
llode has been driven to his " ordinary 
legal remedy' — that is to say, to, at the 
event hu proved, twenty-five years of 
uncrating and most expensive litigation. 
The objections to the Itsron'a *tery, on 
the other hand— and thev are objections 
which certainly seem In litre been deve- 
loped ebirlly, if not solely, by this enor- 
mous lapse of tin» — are, first, that the 
■ ceasum 1 und cr which the Htron took 
the crista from hi* father wei not a 
legal and kwiii H>ls Irautiurlion i *i,<l >e- 
condlv, that ihe conlisettioii nf the pro 
jierty by the French was a legal and 
juttintlile art, where** compeneation was 
granted only for property sr*jiuf/y eotifia- 
cat«] 1 iacAvairaie oia/i>ei'ire'.' Both these 
ohjeetions have been overruled at the late 
trial, the jury hating found, on ttpth of 
them, in favour of ihe Baron, and conse- 
ipienlly, in ftvourof the tnbttatiiial justice 
nf the claim " 

%rfi being the facts of the catr, it was 
Iu 1st observed in llie first inslance, that 
| there seemed to he no doubt Df the tieti- 
| lioner's hirth in this cotmlryi Itideed, 
j Ihe Solicitor-General admitted him to be 
I a flritieii suhject to a certain ealenl, 
i although he ■ccompatiied the admission by 
J ohaervationt upon (he prntlinr nature ol 
; the cue. It was further to be taken at 
undoubted, that the father of the t-l* imant 
possessed a fend in Alsace, and jl was 
contended, that although that country was 
territorially united to France, the traiismis. 
lion nf flefi continued to be regulated hy 
the ltw which hail existed iu that province 
before tbe treaty o| Westplmlia. Upon 
this tuhject of foreign law it would he the 
province of the jury to decide. In any 
(juration upon the law of England il would 
be ihe duty of the judges to slate that 
law to the jury, and thai of the jury tn 
accept the taw which had been to alined 
by the court. Here, however, the foreign i 
law was preteiittd as a ipirstinn uf fact, ' 
and il was the husinra* id thr juiy to 
awtrd liietr decision upon ihe result of Itif 
evidence which had been cuen to 
them upon this aa open every other 
part of the rage. The 3olieitur-lie- 
nertl hftd abaertrd that the treaty 
of Westphalia, may aire-llie house of Aus- 
tria a right of war against the crown of 
France Ibraholisbiiig the feudal law in the 
territory of Alsace : hut that Ja c)i a f 
war could not at all derogate from the 
supreme sovereignty of France within her 
own ilomininus. It wnuld be, however, 
foe th* jury lo decide, upon the evidence 
of the foreign lawyers, how far the obser- 
vation of the rioliciior-Oeneral, though 
ronreci in thr main, wst qualified hv the 
eirciimsttnce* of the present rase. It vs. 
not denied thai the Baron dt Bode, aa 
on* of the ancient nobility ol tsermany, 
held Ihe lnrdahip of Bottllt, at a pure male 
fend, under the Archbishop of Cologne, 
and that he was regularly inveitcd iu thtt 
fief, along with his son, upon the failure 
of the house of Hohitn Snrbise, 8uchw*» 
the state of affairs in !7f4>>, when ill* 
National rtatemhly abolished feudal rights 
hy th* decree which had been to nften 
adverted tn. It whs not, however, a 
matter of necessity thai the rieerec 
shnuld bete had the effect ot abo- 
ting Ihe mode of inheritance and 
auccesaion which had previouair existed, 
aa Lucre were many Irudsl customs and 
privileges which were mnilrsry lo natural 
right end justice, and whicli may be de- 
atvoyeil without at att affecting the man- 
ner of so. wline to estates. With re 
gi to th fact Hscir, it had been fully 
detailed f the aged witness, Matthew 
lliuiimetl, and (lie question wsa, what 
effsi t i tie jury would giie to lilt evidence 
oC the I act, combined with tile (estiuiunr 
of foreign iawyeri, at to the legal con- 
seijuencts which resulted from tiii-li ta 
operaiiun. With regard to th* fact, it 
did not term to litre tieen ditjiuled by the 
Crown, and as no legist opinion hid been 
given contrary to that whk-h hnd been 
| adduced on the part of the claimant, the 
; jury would probsbly not withhold their 
r ttseat from Ihe law of Alsace, at those 
[ gentlemen had laid it down. It would,
